roll call sixty-four members were pres­ 
ent. 
A motion to adjourn by Rose was 
lost by 46 to 18. Nominations were then 
announced to be in order. 
Gen. Cluuie nominated Hon. George 
H earst. 
In the oourao of his speech he 
said: I t was asserted by the Republican 
press th at if a Democratic Legislature 
was elected it m eant George H earst for 
8enator.

W ynegar, one of the leaders of the 
striking carmen, was interviewed this 
morning regarding last night’s explo­ 
sions, and 
said: 
“ The carmen had 
nothing to do w ith tho affair aud could 
prove it. 
It is being done by men who 
sympathize w ith us, and they think they 
are doing ua a favor, b u t they are 
doing us a great injury. 
If we knew 
who they were we would be too glad to 
give them up. 
I t is a cowardly busi­ 
ness and baa to be stopped.” I t is »aid 
tho police have very Btrong evidence 
against four men who have been arrest­ 
ed on suspicion of being concerned in 
the outrages. 
M rs. Hildebradt, who 
was injured by the Post street explosion, 
is in a precarious condition. 
H er lower 
extremities have been patalyzed, aud it 
is feared that the injuries sustained may 
terminate fatally. 
Mr. Hildobrandt, 
her brother-in-law, is ulso confined to 
bis bed. 
Several complaint* have been 
preferred against the men arrested, each 
being charged w ith three offenses, viz., 
Flaciug obstructions on the railroad 
track, assault to commit m urder and 
using chemicals. 
The Sutter-street Railroad Company 
has offered one thousand dollars reward 
for any information that will lead to 
the arrest of the psrpretrators of the 
explosion on the road last night. Chief 
of Police Crowley has offered an addi­ 
tional reward of two hundred and fifty 
dollars.

Men Win. 


TH E SENATE ADOPTS T H E BILL. 


The Senatorial M atter Growing: 
Serious in In d ia n a—The P a r­ 
ties are i ied.

W a s h in g t o n , January 
14.— Cullom 
moved to proceed to the the considera­ 
tion of the conference report on the In­ 
ter-State Commerce Bill. 
Agreed to by 
37 to 12. 
Before taking up the subject Ingalls 
offered a resolution calling upo.» the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior for information as 
to the rejudication of private land claims 
in New Mexico, Orogon and Arizona. 
Adopted. 
Sabin introduced a bill to amend the 
A ct of M arch 3d, 1875, granting to the 
railroad th e right of w ay through public 
lands of the United States. Referred. 
Sewell, of the conference committee, 
introduced a bill making an annual ap­ 
propriation to provide arms an d equip­ 
ments for the militia. 
He made a teport 
reducing the appropriation from $600,­ 
000 to $400,000, which was agreed to. 
T he Senate then resumed th e consid­ 
eration of the Inter-State Commerce 
bill, and was addressed by Hoar. 
At 
the conclusion of H oar’s speech in the 
Senate, in opposition to tbe Inter-State 
Commerce bill, Sherman took the floor 
and spoke for over an hour in opposi­ 
tion to th e bill. 
Kdmuuda then spoke 
in its favor. 
Sherman said there was now a concur­ 
ren t sentiment among all classes of peo­ 
ple strongly represented in both Houses 
of Congress, that there should be some 
federal legislation in regard to inter­ 
state commerce. 
There was such a 
pressure of public opinion behind it that 
no conference committee could possibly 
prevent its passage. 
He should vote to 
recommend the bill to the same conferees 
w ith a view to have them look over tbe 
disputed points and see whether or not 
they cau frame snch provisions us will 
enable Senators and Representatives to 
vote for the bill freely w ithout auy 
doubt aa to the effect of auy of its pro­ 
visions. 
Edm unds argued in favor of the con­ 
ference report. 
He claimed that as to 
the short aud long haul section, the 
conference 
committee 
had 
merely 
changed the phrase ot the bill as passed 
by the Senate but bad not changed its 
substantial tenor or effect. 
Aldrich argued against the fourth sec­ 
tion of the bill. 
H e expressed his pro­ 
found conviction th at if the fourth sec­ 
tion were enacted into a law it would 
prove disastrous to tbe great interests of 
th e country. 
He believed it to be 
reactionary in its character aud revolu­ 
tionary of ail sound principles, and its 
rigid enforcement would demoralize and 
cripple both internal and external com­ 
merce. 
M orrill said he had reached t ie con­ 
clusion th at it was his duty to vote to 
recommit the bill. 
lie was satisfied 
th at the effsct of the fourth section 
would be to increase the rates of freight 
for long linuls and, possibly, those for 
short hauls also. 
Cullom explained what the effect of 
the provision wouln be. 
Sewell inquired whether th at would 
cou8titute au abrogation of th e treaty of 
W ashington. 
Cullum did not so understand it. His 
impressioh was th at the treaty of W ash­ 
ington had bean abrogated for some 
tim e. If it were not sn, this was a mere 
police regulation. 
The U nited States 
bad a rigut to require compliance with 
it, and if a foreign company did not 
comply with it penalty would attach. 
Edmunds stated 
that 
tbe 
30th 
article of tbe treaty of-Washington!which 
seemed to be the principal one in this 
connection) had been term inated on the 
first of July, 1885, nnd was no longer in 
force. There were no grounds whatever 
for the pretense that, among all other 
evils that would happen, any difficulty 
would arise iu regard to contravening 
the fxiatiug treaty regulations 
with 
Great Britian. 
lugalls said he had already given suf­ 
ficient reasons why he would support 
the bill. 
He would now yield to a mo­ 
tion to recommit it. 
Spooner eaid that if lie felt in regard 
to the bill as tbe Senator from Kansas 
had expressed himself, he could not be 
brought iu deference to any clam or or to 
any tons.deration to support it. 
Morgau in favoring the recommittal of 
the bill said, if he had the money of Jay 
Gould, his talents, his enterprise, his 
ambition to absorb railroads aud to put 
them under a single ownership, he would 
not w ant a better luw passed than this 
law in relation to pooling. 
Cnllom rose to close the debate. 
He 
had been listening all day to assaults on 
th e bill, uutil he had almost become 
convinced that he was m ost vicioos 
toward tbe railroads and th at tbe bill 
was intended to destroy the commerce of 
tb e country and to break down railroads, 
and y et most of the as-aults upon it 
wore in relation to the provisions which 
were in the bill as it passed the Senate. 
Thfl presiding officer having stated the 
question to be on agreeing to tbe confer­ 
ence report, Mr. Frye moved to reoom- 
m it the report w ith instructions to the 
Senate conferees to insist on striking 
out section 4 and substituting Reotion 4 
of the Senate bill; also on striking o ut 
section 5 and substituting therefor see- 
'tion 19 of the Senate hill, whioh is th e 
clause authorizing the commissioners to 
investigate the subjeot of pooling, aud 
report at some future day. 
Mr. Evarts said be would vote to re­ 
commit, believing th at that aotion would 
bring Congress and the country nearer 
to a good bill than ever before. 
Mr. Cullom said he should regard the 
vote on the m otion to recommit as a 
test vote on the question. The vote was 
taken ou the motion to recommit and 
th e motion was rejeoted: Yeas 25, nays 
36. 
A vote was then taken on the bill 
and th e conference report was agreed to: 
Yeas 43, nays 15. 
Those who voted nay 
were: 
Messrs. Aldrich, Blair, Brown, 
Cameron, Chase, Cheney, Evarts, Ham p­ 
ton, Hoar, Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, 
M orrill, Mahone, Payne, Platt, W il­ 
liams—15. 
The Senate then at 11:40 adjourned 
till Monday. 


The Electoral Count B ill. 
W a sh ing to n, January 14.—-In the 
House to-day Caldwell submitted a con­ 
ference report on the Electoral Count 
bill and it waa agreed to without debate 
on division. 


The Contested Election Uasns In 
the House. 


I n d ia n a p o l is , Jauuary 14.—The only 
item of interest in the Legislature to-day 
was developed iu the House, where two 
reports in the M eagher contested elec­ 
tion case were presented. 
It was deter­ 
mined to devoto three hours to debate, 
tho tim e.to be equally divided between 
the parties, and that the vote should 
' 
taken not later than 5 o'clock. 
In the mj.motion proceedings of Smith 
against Ruber‘.sou, ove; the L ieutenant- 
Governorship, no further dilatory m o­ 
tions were made, 
Attorney-General 
Micheuer appeared for Robertsou and 
occupied the foreuoon in au argument, 
and the attorneys for Smith will, it L 
expected, answer this afternoon. 
A de­ 
cision to-night is possible but not at all 
probable. 
Attorneys for Sm ith consumed the af­ 
ternoon iu their argument aud had not 
concluded when the court adjourned. 
The decision is expected to-morrow. 
In the House at the conclusion of the 
debate on the M eagher cases a vote was 
takeu and the seat awarded to Dickerson 
(Republican) by a strict party vote. 
Meagher's seat was vacated on the 
ground th at he held the office of justice 
of the peace and was ineligible under 
the constitution. This action gives each 
party 75 votes on joint ballot. 
Tne Democratic caucus held a m eet­ 
ing to-uight to map out a line of policy 
to be pursued in view of the unseating 
of M eagher by the Republicau House. 
It was decided to ignore th e aotion of 
the Honse in the matter. 
I t is possi­ 
ble that the Democrats may conclude 
to unseat some Senate Republicans but 
no action looking to this eud waa takeu. 
I t is almost certain that two joint con­ 
ventions will be held and th at two Sen­ 
ators will be chosen.

A Professor UItci some of the In ­

H a l if a x , January 14. — To-morrow 
there will be given to the public the 
secret, according to Prof. Henry Goule- 
hind, of the fiisheriei troubles, und tbe 
true basis of th e award of $5,250,000, 
against th e U nited States.

the award was made the Professor, who 
was employed by the Commission ub 
compiler, announced tbe discovery of 
crooked statistics. 
Some noise was 
made in Congress and the Canadian P ar­ 
liament about this discovery, but inquiry 
into the m atter, he alleges, was smoth­ 
ered. T he secret is iu book form aud 
is uddresaed to Secretary Bayard and 
the Governor General.

He further presents a statem ent th at all 
of the Canadian figures are interchange­ 
able w ith tbe fish trade figures in the 
United State* commerce aud navigation 
tables for 1873 4 aud sotge other years. 
Tne 
Professor submits m athonut cil 
proof that ull of the figures he intro­ 
duces from the United States official 
tables for the years of 1873 4, together 
with all the fignrea he advances from the 
Canadian official tables from 1867 to 
1S73, are not only interchangeable, but 
are all equivalents of figure* in the table 
first published by the celebrated con­ 
tem porary to Newton, Bornerellia, of 
Balein, iu 1713.

Tbe statem ent occupied seven columns, 
and in the list of names are many per­ 
sons proraineni in W ashington, some of 
them now in the Senate and House. 
From the World's statem ent it appears 
th at during Mr. Frenoh’s three years of 
office he rejected in the accounts of the 
Pacific railroads over $2,000,600 as hav­ 
ing been improperly disbursed. 
Under 
the Thurman act 2 5 per cent of the 
net earnings of th e subsidized rail­ 
road have to he paid into th e treasury 
of the United States towards wiping out 
the debt due the government. 
In order 
to arrive at the correct amount of the net 
earnings it is important to scrutinize th e 
items of money disbursed. 
Money im­ 
properly disbursed cannot be deducted.

They are now looking about 
for other properties similar to Sonny 
Slope with a view of owning them. 
California vintages

find a teady outlet tor the surplus in 
England. 
The second fact of significance is 
that Mr. Stern, Hose s partner, and 
the pioneer in eastern cities in the 
sale of California wines and brandies, 
still maintains his interest in this 
section by the securing of a half 
interest in tha distillery east of the 
river. It will still be Stern & Rose. 
A young scion of the Stern family 
w ill take charge of the business. He 
is thoroughly up in all th a t api>er- 
tains to the wine business, and will 
be a great acquisition to the industry. 
As Mr. Stern knows from an ex­ 
perience of nearly a generation ex­ 
actly wbat California wine» are, and 
w hat the m arket at the east will bear 
in this line, his confidence cannot 
bn t be highly reassuring to all who 
have any interest in this country.

In view of these facts we claim that 
viticulture will continue to be in Cal­ 
ifornia w hat it has long been in 
S outhern Europe, the flower of agri­ 
cultural pursuits. 
The past years 
have been a period of experiment 
W hile in some details mistakes have 
boen m ade, and mistakes of course, 
aoust result in failure more or lees 
die astrouH, yet on the whole the ex­ 
perim ents have been in the main 
satisfactory. 
It is now well known 
that grapes grown on certain soils, 
of certain varieties, are best 
suited to particular kinds of wine. 
For exam ple, the old vineyards plant­ 
ed tw enty or thirty years ago in the 
cold, dam p, heavy, 
bottom lands 
near this city, and* of the Mission 
variety, are best suited to the m anu­ 
facturing of sweet wines, and most of 
all to the m anufacture of brandy. This 
tact will probably direct the course of 
the new firm whose plant is east of 
the river. As th e supply of grapes 
will come largely from near the city, 
and from these old vines brandy 
will be the chief product attem pted. 
W ith the rapid growth of the city 
and the subdividing of large tracts 
to provide homes for the new comers, 
many of them are being uprooted, 
and this prevents m uch excessive 
production in this locality. As these 
vines on the bottoms disappear their 
places are taken by the young vine­ 
yards on higher and warmer levels. 
This will be a great advantage, which 
Is m is to tell in the vintages of the 
fetai*.______________ 


■ Another discovery making at the 
moment la loading growers beck to a 
point departed from sem e years ago. 


The early vineyards were all of the 
Mission grape. 
V intages from vines 
of this variety grown on dam p lands 
and carelessly m ade, had few of the 
characteristics of noble wines. They 
were lacking in bouquet and in flavor, 
and they were rough and acid. Thus 
grew up a desire for new varieties of 
vines, nearly all of which were im­ 
ported from France and G erm any 
Intelligent people know the great dif 
ference between the clim ate along the 
Rhine, 
the 
Rhone 
and 
the 
Elbe 
and 
Los 
Angeles. 
Ours 
is much more like the clim ate of 
Italy and bpain. 
The Mission vine 
came from the latter country. In 
spite of these facts our best vigntr- 
ons gave themselves over to the opin­ 
ion that the Zinfandel, the. Blaue 
Elben. the Malvoisie, the Berger and 
other foreign vines would make bet­ 
ter wines, particularly of the dry va­ 
rieties. 
Experience is leading a good 
many back to the old-time favorite. 
People here of twenty years ago al­ 
ways did know that the Mission grape 
was capable of being converted into 
wines of all sorts, and of the noblest 
qualities. Some of them have seen 
bottles of white, dry wines made of 
this grape, opened that sparkled like 
champagne, th a t was as clear as a 
crystal spring, w ith a bouquet the 
most delicate and a flavor like nectar. 
Cucamonga wine was famous a score 
of years ago. The Anaheim people 
made white wine fit for the table of 
any connoisseur 
before a foreign 
grape had been crushed in the county. 
For the sweet 
wine family all 
know that the old-timer has no supe­ 
rior in the whole vine family. For 
port, angelica, 6herry, and for bran­ 
dy, there is nothing like it. 
As it ie 
discovered that our Zintindel possess­ 
es too much acid and will not become 
smooth, and that other foreign grapes 
fail to produce ideal wines, grower» 
are learning to look with favor on the 
pioneer grape of the country. A re­ 
vulsion in favor of the Mission grape 
has already set in. This will grow 
into a perm anent preference for it, 
which will set it before alt the varie­ 
ties known. 


Another 
thing 
which is being 
learned is that m ore.pains mn9t be 
taken in the manufacture of wines. 
White, dry wines made from Mission 
grapes, have sold to good judges in 
New York for $4 a bottie. They were 
n ot made by gathering the grapes 
from the vines, some ripe, some rot­ 
ten and others green. N either were 
they made by filling the basket half 
full of leaves, stem s and other rub­ 
bish in die gathering. Again they 
were not made from vineyards irri­ 
gated the d a / before the picking, so 
as to make a laige crop. 
A great many people tried to make 
wine, who had no knowledge of the 
business. 
Many others became deal­ 
ers in wines in the same happy condi­ 
tion of blissful ignorance. That tribe 
is not yet all dead, but nearly all of 
them are. 
By carefully selecting the 
grapes at the proper stage of maturi­ 
ty, and picking trom th e bunches all 
green ones, all rotten truit, all stems, 
leaves and rubbish, the vintages will 
be greatly improved. 


"Witli the above tacts in view, the 
future of the grape industry Is pret­ 
ty 
clearly defined. 
There never 
was a better tim e to plant a vineyard 
than to-day. Leave the low, damp, 
heavy lands 
too near the water 
courses. 
Select a w arm , loamy soil 
on the mesa. 
Secure a moderate sup­ 
ply of water for use in dry years 
and plant your vines. There is plen­ 
ty of such lands still obtainable in 
the most accessable parts of Loe An­ 
gel es county at $100 to $200 per acre. 
In view of the fact, that it is resist­ 
ant to the vine pests of all sorts, that 
it is hardy and a heavy bearer, that 
the berry is available for brandy, for 
sweet or dry wines, let ns select the 
Mission vines. Cuttings can be had 
for seventy-five cents per thousand— 
the cost of getting them out. 
Plant 
these twelve feet apart. This will 
call for something less than three 
hundred cuttings to the acre. A man 
in proper soil will put in two acres in 
a day. The cost of preparing the land 
will be $2 per acre, and the setting 
will cost $1. The cost of taking care 
of the vines for two years will be 
less than $10 per acre. 
The third 
year the crop will pay more than the 
expenses. 
The tourth year there 
will be a handsome profit over ex ­ 
penses. 
From the fifth year the 
profit will be very satisfactory until 
the eighth year, when healthy vines 
on proper soil will be yielding five 
tons to the acre. 


Looking at such a vineyard in the 
light of a perm anent investment, it 
will be interesting to consider what 
it will pay net profit. 
Set three 
feet apart the crop will be quite 
as large 
as 
if 
planted at half 
the distance. 
A fair estim ate is five 
tons to the acre. 
Let us suppose the 
price of grapes to settle at seventy- 
five cents per hundred, or $15 per 
ton. They will not be cheaper than 
that. This gives us $75 per acre groes 
income. Set twelve feet apart the 
cost of cultivation and care is greatly 
reduced. Such a vineyard will not 
cost per annum more than $20 per 
acre. This leaves a net income of $55 
an acre for the crop. T hat is an eeti 
mate which will hold good for a ll 
time to come. 
Vines in Europe pay 
aa well as that, and there is no rea­ 
son why they should do lesa with us. 
The value of such property will 
range at $500 an acre before the end 
of a decade from to-day. In twenty 
years from this tim e all the good 
vineyards in Los Angeles county will 
be saleable a t twice th a t sum. 
The 
rate of money will sink here to five 
o r six per cent. There will be the 
eharm of the climate to draw mea 


hitherw ard, and where the ruling 
rate of interest is obtainable none 
will hesitate to invest. 
Those w ho plant a vineyard this 
year will find it costa them at th e end 
of five year» irom $125 to $250 an 
acre. 
At that tim e from one hun­ 
dred to four hundred per cent, 
profit can 
be 
m ade 
by selling, 
and the man who buys it will get 
ten per cent, net on his investment as 
long as he keeps it, and at the end 
of a short period he will find it worth 
twice what be paid for it. It is de­ 
cidedly the best savings bank in the 
world to pat money into. 


T h r N e w <’e a r l s . 
There was some misapprehension 
as to the bill creating two new de­ 
partm ents of the Superior Court for 
this county. As th e news cam e the 
law was not to go into operation until 
after January 1st, 1887. 
In point of 
fact the judges are to be appointed 
by the Governor, and the new depart­ 
ment» are to be opened promptly 
after the passage of the bill. This 
is as it should be. The county lias 
pressing need of enlarged facilities 
or the prom pt dispatch of legal busi- 
new , a most necessary thing to the 
welfare of any county.
